Ship Passes Marking Buoy. 
| The story of today’s misfortune 


really goes back several years, to the 
time when the American Government 
requested permission from Great 
Britain to place a light vessel near 
| the dangerous Matanilla Shoal. No 
; agreement could be reached, how- 


| ever, so the reef went unmarked save 
| for a small light buoy. 

This morning Captain Quinn, after 
getting -his bearings from Jupiter 
Light, discovered that he had gone 
beyond that small buoy. He turned 


|the ship sharply and she promptly 
| Srounded. Then at 7:15, he ordered 
the S OS sent out. 


| The Pan America’s wireless nicked 
|up this first call sent out by the 
| vessel in distress. At that time being

175 miles from Matanilla Reef, Cap- 
tain George Rose immediately turned 
|his ship to the rescue. She sped 


along at twenty knots for eight 
hours. 

| Before the Pan America arrived on 
the scene of the President Garfield's 
| mishap, Captain Rose, who was in 
{communication by wireless with the 
officers of the stranded vessel, asked 


that all the passengers and their bag- 


| gage be put into the Garfield's life- 
| boats in preparation for transfer to 
the Pan America. 


Passengers Ready in Lifeboats. 


At 4:45 P. M. the Pan America 
|drew within sight of the grounded 
|Ship. She was standing silent and 
|forlorn. Moving toward us over the 


|} smooth sea like a long, uneven snake, 

| were the lifebouts with their passen- 

| gers. Captain Quinn had followed the 
request of Captain Rose and all his 
charges were safe. 

When the Pan America came near- 

er, one of her motor boats was low- 
ered and it chugged out to round up 

|the straggling lifeboats and bring 
them to the side of the rescuing ship. 
Then every one was transferred to 
the Pan America. The entire op- 
eration, because of excellent seaman- 
ship on the part of officers and men, 
required only fifty-five minutes. 

| Captain Quinn said this evening 
that the President Garfield could be 
safely floated unless a sudden storm 
should come up and prevent the re- 
moval of its cargo. A salvage ship 
from Jacksonville is on its way and 
is scheduled to arrive near Matanilla

The first news of the grounding of 
the President Garfield was received

A warning to those who have re- 


covered from influenza to guard 
against contracting further diseases 
as a result of the weakened condi- 


tion of the system was issued yes- 
terday by Dr. C. Ward Crampton, 
director of the Post-Graduate health 
Service clinic of Post-Graduate Medi- 
cal School and Hospital. 

““‘Many people are suffering 
from unrecognized deterioration or 
impairment, if not actual disease, 
against which their powers of resis- 
tance are further and severely dimin- 
ished by influcnza,” he sai¢. ‘“They 
become unable to fight their pre- 
vious handicaps, which, given free 
rein, become active, virulent and fre- 
quently lead to death. Influenza, 
however mild, destroys a large part

Dismissing Kurfurst Frederick I of |

the victories, in commemoration of | 
which ‘‘I had Leoncavallo write the 
opera ‘Roland of Berlin’ for my} 
opera house.’’ 

In this chapter he also digresses on | 
the subject of the Protestant martyr, 
Johann Hus, whose burning he de-| 
scribes as a ‘‘black and cruel deed} 
which shows that, while one may} 
murder a witness of the truth, one 
cannot murder truth itself.’’

The book is written in a direct, | 
simple style and contains few refer- | 
ences to William himself, but also 
with that freedom generally attribut- 
ed to post-war social conditions| 
which permits nim boldly to relate | 
all the risque stories handed down’ 


to him by family retainers as having 
been told by the Hohenzollerns of | 
the past. Even though the work | 
contains some few historical addi- 
tions, its success more probably will | 
be along lines of further convincing | 
the German public of what most of 
the world already thinks concerning 
the author’s mentality—that is, if! 
further. enlightenment were needed. | 
Despite the clarity of language, clar- 
ity of thought is often completely ab- | 
sent. In fact, the entire work is| 
filled with extraordinary contradic- | 
tions. 

Throughout, the former Emperor | 
extols force as superior to a parlia- 
mentary régime, and, although | 
Woodrow Wilson does rot come nat-| 
urally into medieval Hohenzollern | 
chronology. yet in a chapter headed | 
“From Frederick of the Iron Tooth | 
to the Great Elector,’’ which deais| 
largely with the Thirty Years’ War, | 
the author at some length incorpo- | 
rates his unfavorable opinion of the} 
American President. As in his pre-| 
vious work, ‘‘My Life,’’ William 
proudly proclaims Frederick the 
Great as his ideal throughout his life.

The committee of correction of the 
Women’s City Club of New York in 
“A Study of Child and Youthful Mar- 
riages in New York County,’’ pub- 
lished yesterday, based on the 
marital experiences of seventy-five 


girls under 16 years of age who ob- | 


tained marriage licenses, charges 
New York State with negligence con- 
cerning the welfare of its youth. 
The executive committee of the 
icommittee on correction has as its 


|chairman Mrs. Sidney C. Borg. Dr. 
Helen Montague, chairman of the 
mental-clinic of the Children’s Court 
of the City of New York, is chair- 


man of the committee in charge of | 


the study of child marriages. 

In summarizing the results of its 
investigation, the committee recom- 
mends an amendment to the law re- 
quiring, in addition to the parents’ 
consent for the marriage of 14 or 15- 
| year-old girls, the permission of a 
judge of the Children’s Court. A 
further amendment suggested is the 
'law in force in both Connecticut and 
| New Jersey, requiring five days be- 
tween the application for the license 
| and its issuance. 
|’ It is pointed out that only twelve 
| of the seventy-five girls were for- 
eign-born, the remaining sixty-three 
| being born in the country, although 
| mostly of mixed parentage. The com- 
mittee found its inquiry hampered by 
the fact that only nineteen of the 


| seventy-five could be found in the 


| time allotted to the study, the con- | 
clusions, therefore, being based on | 
| the findings of these nineteen mar- | 


riages.

This is the Croatian attitude as 
summarized to me today by M.

Party. who frankly admitted misgiv- 
ings as to the intentions of the new 
Rovernment set up by King Alex- 
ander. 

“‘We had every reason to be 
pleased with the King’s action in 
disbanding Parliament and abrogat- 
ing the Constitution,” said M.

The King’s decree wiped 
the slate clean and we rejoiced in 
the hope that it would open the way 
to a solution of the difficulties. 

“But we were quickly disillusioned

Raids Increase Uneasiness. | 


“Our uneasiness has been further | 
augmented in recent days on account | 
of numerous raids on Croat homes | 
and by the fact that all our societies | 
and associations, including choral 
and gymnastic ones, have been dis- 
solved. This gives us the distinct | 
impression that the new government | 
is directed against us when in reality 
it should be disposed to give a fair 
hearing to our complaints, which 
should be studied impartially. 

“If it is really wished to give the 
Croats fair representation in the new 
constitution they should be permitted 
to elect their own assembly to treat 
on their behalf. What danger would 
there be in permitting such auton- 
omy? It would be suicMie for us 
to think of separating from the 
Serbs. We have no desire to share 
the lot of our foreign neighbors. We

195 CADETS NAMED 
TO FLYING SCHOOLS 


Sixteen re From the Army, 74 
From National Guard and 
105 From Civil Life.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The War 
Department today announced the 


names of 195 cadets who have been 
appointed to two classes that will 
start training on March 1 at the pri- 
mary flying schools of the Army Air 
Corps at Brooks Field, San Antonio, 
and ‘March Field, Riverside, Cal. 

Ninety of the men selected have 
been assigned to Brooks Field and 
105 to March Field.

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N. D. BAKER OUTLINES 
NEW PLAN FOR PEACE 


He Would Have America Cut Off 


Manitions and Supplies 
to Nation at War.

NEW HAVEN, Jan. 20.—Newton 


D. Baker, secretary of war in the} 


Wilson cabinet, urges a firm attitude 
by the United States toward bellig- 
erent or prospectively belligerent 
nations as a means to world peace, 
according to an interview which 


will be published by The Yale Daily} 


News tomorrow. 

The interview was obtained at the 
former secretary's home in Cleve- 
land. Mr. Baker advises this coun- 
try to send to every nation a note 
announcing that when two countries 
offer a dispute to arbitration and an 
umpire places responsibility for the 
dispute on one, the decision would 
be recognized in Washington and 
that, in the event of war, the United 
States would refuse to sell munitions 
or supplies to the country at fault. 

Mr. Baker oints out that the 
decrees of the ague of Nations are 
enforced by economic sanctions and 
that the British Navy might reason- 
ably expect to be called upon. 

“Suppose France and Italy should 
open hostilities,’ Mr. Baker says, 
“and the League of Nation, after an 
merge 4 into the case, should decide 
that France was the nation to blame, 
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the League might declare an eco- 
nomic blockade against France and 
request Great Britain to enforce it 
with her navy. All the other nations 
of Europe might refuse to trade with 
France, anc yet her situation would 
not be desperate so long as she could 
buy food, supplies and munitions | 
from the United States.’’ 

Mr. Baker declares that this is one 
of the points of disagreement be-| 
tween British and American naval | 
authorities concerning the power of | 
their respective navies. 

As Mr. Baker sees it, the solution | 
rests with the Senate. 

The policy outlined by Mr. Baker, 
he considers, would simplify ques- 
tions of disarmament and cause any | 
nation meditating aggression to stop) 
long enough to consider the conse-| 
quences. Without entering any en- | 
tangling alliances, he said, the} 
United States could use her influence 
to control world peace relations, 
since any nation going to war must | 
consider America’s vast wealth and | 
resources. |

| Square Garden this evening, which recalls the 

classical verse beginning: ‘‘Beware the jabber- 
wock, my son!” and also the sporting cry of ten years 
; Or more ago, “Remember the Manhattan Opera 
House!”’ 

Now, that was a wrestling tournainent! Staging it 
| in the old opera house was a great and appropriate 
idea. It was as weird as a Wagnerian opus and had 
a better plot than Verdi’s ‘Il Trovatore.’’ Strangler 
Lewis was a member of the cast, and so was Renato 
Gardini. So was Alex Aberg, who disappeared in the 
Soviet revolution, and so was the Masked Marvel. 
Thereby hangs: the tale. 

It was a Tournament of All Nations fer the world’s 
wrestling championship, Graeco-Roman style. Wres- 
tling is full of mysteries, and one of the unsolvable 
mysteries is that practically all the leading Graeco- 
Roman wrestlers were Russian. But let that pass. 


The Historical Background. 


To build up the big tournament, the historical back- 
ground of the sport was hauled into the foreground as 
far as possible. The promoter emphasized the great 
wrestling bouts of modern and ancient times and 
pointed to wrestling as a sport that had been im- 
mortalized centuries ago by the chisel of Phidias and 
the stylus of Virgil. It was probably immortalized as 
a protective measure. Otherwise it might have been 
killed by more recent events in history.

BISHOPS AND SECRETARY. 


If few officeholders resign, no au- 
tocrats do. Give to any men or or- 
ganization the idea that they are 
greater than the government, and 
they are slow to relinquish it. This 
is seen again in the very offensive 
form of the telegram sent to Secre- 
tary MELLON by Bishop CANNON and 
Bishop NICHOLSON of the Methodist 
Church, These men, with their af- 
filiated workers and colleagues in 
the Anti-Saloon League, have long 
assumed that they hold supreme au- 
thority over Congress and even the 
President of the United States in 
the matter of prohibition. It is not 
perhaps surprising that last Novem- 
ber’s election should have convinced 
them that they are confirmed in their 
autocracy. But even so, it is most 
imprudent for them to address a 
high and responsible officer of the 
government in a dictatorial tone 
which would be out of place if used 
to one of their own underlings. 

What had happened to provoke 
their outburst? The Secretary of 
the Treasury simply wrote a letter 
to a committee of Congress stating 
that the appropriation of an addi- 
tional $25,000,000 for enforcing pro- 
hibition could not be properly used 
by the present organization and 
would be a waste of the people's 
money. This is the occasion of the 
rebuke of the Secretary by the 
Bishops. They do not merely differ 
with him; they reproach and arraign 
him. They declare that they are 

“amazed” at his failure to take the 
money in order to pay higher salaries 
to prohibition agents, doubling or 
trebling the field force, and adopt- 
ing other plans which their fertile 
but unofficial minds suggest. Final- 
ly, they bluntly accuse Mr. MELLON 
of lack of “zeal and eagerness” 
really to enforce the law as he is 
sworn to do. 

The merits of this attack are lost 
sight of in the effrontery of it. It 
amounts to serving notice in advance 
upon Mr. Hoover that the Methodist 
Bishops intend to hold a whip over 
him in everything that relates to 
prohibition. They already resent and 
repudiate his plan to find out the 
facts before working out any new 
policy. On the very threshold of his 
Presidency he thus finds himself 
challenged by men who assert, or 
imply, that he will have to do as 
they bid him. There can be no 
doubt that Mr. Hoover will know 
how to answer these gentlemen if 
they send to him any such domineer- 
ing and insulting telegram as the 
one which they addressed to Secre- 
tary MELLON.

THE AGENT-GENERAL. 


In the brief statement by Mr. 
OWEN YOUNG explaining his accep- 
tance of the appointment the 
commission of experts on German 
reparations, he paid a deserved trib- 
ute to Mr. PARKER GILBERT for his 
work as Agent-General of Repara- 
tions during the past four years. It 
is not only in his own country that 
this young prophet has found honor. 
In Germany he has won golden 
opinions. When the beardless boy, 
as he appeared, arrived in Berlin 
there was much shaking of gray 
heads, but Mr. GILBERT quietly pro- 
ceeded with such industry and mas- 
tery of detail, combined with official 
tact, as to establish a high reputation 
among German bankers and public 
men. An article in The Fortnightly 
Review for January by the extreme- 
ly well-informed writer who signs 
himself “Augur” speaks of Mr. 
GILBERT as having displayed an ex-

traordinary financial genius for one | 


so young. But this writer goes on 
to explain the prestige and influence 
which the Agent-General has ac- 
quired in Europe as due to some- 
thing more than his own remarkable 
personal qualities. 

The achievement has been extraor- 
dinary, no matter how one accounts 
for it. Mr. GILBERT goes to London 
and persuades the British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer to change his 
views and alter his course about 
German reparations. Even more sur- 
prising, the youthful Agent-General 
proceeds to Paris, and after several 
interviews with the intractable POIN- 
CARE, induces him to assent to the 
plans advocated by Mr. GILBERT. 
What behind this effective 
power?

CHILD MARRIAGES. 

Much concern has been expressed 
in recent years because increasing 
numbers of young people are not 
marrying until they have well estab- 
lished themselves in business or a 
career of some kind. For the most 
part these are the young men and 
women who are well educated and 
whose marriages are regarded as 
desirable to the community. While 
they are causing comment by hold- 
ing back or perhaps not marrying 
at all, the very young who marry 
have escaped notice. They have 
been the subject of an inquiry by 
the Women's City Club, which has 
just published an account of its 
findings for the past four years. 

Child brides are not so numerous 
as they used to be. The average 
age at which women marry is much 
higher than it once was. But there 
are still many girls under 16 
in this city who are persuaded, 
forced or self-impelled into marriage. 
Every year early a hundred girls 
are dismissed from the public schools 
because they have been married. It 
is surprising to learn that few of 
them are foreign-born, and of those 
who are, most marriages appear to 
turn out well. Their parents, ac- 
cording to the custom of their native 
land, arrange matters for them, and 
the husbands selected have usually 
proved industrious, kind and gener- 
ous. A good mark should be checked 
up here for the European method. 
The investigator who called on as 
many of the child brides as could be 
found reports that a number of the 
foreign-born girls told her they were 
happy and satisfied, though they 
had had no interest in the prospective 
husband before marriage. 

It is among American-born girls 
that stories of unhappiness, want 
and brutality were uncovered. These 
children married for the most part 
without the knowledge or consent of 
their parents. More than half of 
them had known the men they 
married for less than two months, 
and in several instances the time 
was a few days or even a few hours. 
Examination of records showed that 
most of the men had falsified their 
ages when applying for a license, 


as they were ashamed to confess, 


themselves many years senior to the 
girls. The handicaps in such hasty 
and ill-assorted marriages are obvi- 
ous, and results are what might be 
expected. 

Many of the girls under 16 who 
married last year in this city came 
from New Jersey and Connecticut. 
In those States the law requires a 
period of five days between the 
application for a license and getting 
it. If the law here were amended 
in that sense, some at least of these 
marriages, which reflect no credit on 
New York, would be prevented. 
Young girls who are uncontrolled 
or, as is sometimes the case, badly 


advised by their parents need the)

$7,262,171.99 to run Cornell Univer-| 
sity for the twelve months ended 
June 30, 1928, according to the an- 
nual report of Controller Charles D. 
Bostwick to the board of trustees. 

The cost of conducting the endowed 
colleges at Ithaca showed a deficit 
of $12,896.70, but profits from securi- 
ties sold during the year reduced 
their accumulated deficit by $98,- 
241.60. 

The permanent endowment of the 
university increased during the year 
by about $500,000 to an aggregate of 
$19,909,108.38. Of this amount over 
$15,500,000 is for the benefit of the 
university at Ithaca, and $4,436,176.7 
for the medical college in New York 
City. 

The average rate of return received 
upon investments during the year was 
5.459 per cent. 

The total income from tuition and 
fees from students amounted to 
$1,438,303.93. The average cost per 
student for the endowed colleges was 
$679.67. The average student paid 
only $393.50, or 58 per cent of his 
cost, to the university. The differ- 
ence was met by Federal aid, gifts 
and the endowment. 

An aggregate of $4,043,559.05 was 
presented to the university during the 
year. Of this amount $532,008.25 was

START DRIVE TO CURB 
CANCER AMONG WOMEN 


Society and National Bodies to 
Distribute 668,000 Booklets 


in Educational Campaign. 


More than 668,000 pamphlets on the 
|}subject of cancer will be distributed 
to women this month in a campaign 
jinstituted by the American Society 
|for the Control of Cancer, in coop- 


j}eration with national women's or- 
| ganizations. Dr. George A. Soper is 
the author of the pamphlet, entitled 
“What Every Woman Should Do 
About Cancer.’’ The society has re- 
ceived a gift of $2,000 in memory of 
Benita Guggenheim Mayer to aid in 
defraying expenses of the campaign. 

The decision to address the 
panaphiet to women was made partly 
| because more women than men die 
of cancer. It was also considered fit- 
ting to seek an audience of women 
because the burden of caring for the 
sick and aged often falls chiefly upon 
them, and because they are so often 
the guardians of the family’s health. 

The cooperating women’s organiza- 
tions include the W. C. T. U., which 
jhas undertaken to distribute 300,000 
lof the pamphlets among its mem- 
j; bers, and the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, which has sent 
the pamphlet to 325,000 women. The 
National Council of Jewish Women 
and the General Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs are also expected to take 
a large part in the distribution, the 
latter organization having already 
begun the distribution of 36,000 of 
the pamphlets in Nebraska.

Because the strength of the word of 
God has finally prevailed, woman has 


at last assumed her proper position 
in the world, according to the Rev. 
Heinrich A. Kropp, pastor of St. 
Paul's Lutheran Church, West 
Twenty-second Street, who preached 
the fortieth anniversary sermon at 
the Trinity Lutheran Church, 164 
West One Hundredth Street, yester- 
day morning. It was an all-German 
service. 

‘‘Certainly.’’ said Mr. Kropp,‘‘the in- 
fluence of the word of God on man- 
kind in general is clearly manifested 
in the history of woman’s rise from 
actual, if not nominal, slavery to her 
present position of importance in the 
home and the community. The 
growth away from slavery itself, be- 
cause it was not in harmony with 
God’s ideas, is another indication of 
His influence on civilization."’ 

This influence is also indicated in 
many other phases of life, according 
to Mr. Kropp. He said that the Con- 
stitution of the United States was 
originally based on the Ten Com- 
mandments and that without Chris- 
tianity the great art of the Middle 
Ages, the Renaissance and modern 
era, painting and music, would not 
have existed, and that the thinking 
of all the great philosophers of the 
Christian era had been greatly influ- 
enced by the teachings of Christ. 

He said that the truth of the word 
of God was borne out in the forty- 
year history of Trinity Lutheran 
Church. He told how it had started 
with but a dozen parishioners and a 
heavy overhead, and pointed to the 
fact that it now had a large congre- 
gation from all over the city, with 
its own edifice and a rich sanctuary. 
He said that its influence had spread 
over the whole community. 

A special anniversary musical pro- 
gram with an enlarged choir was a 
feature. The anniversary celebration 
closed last night with a German- 
English evening service.

“Is good-will between 
Christian possible?’’ was the theme 
of the sermon by Dr. Stephen S&S.

‘““My answer is an unequivocal 
‘Yes!’ "’ said Dr. Wise. “If Judaism 
and Christianity are to survive it is 
indispensable. But on certain con- 
citions, and the first is that it be 
good-will. Good-will does not mean

mean that which is another name, 
after all, for an understanding, rev- 
erent attitude toward another which 
enables me to see that there must 
be just as much truth and wisdom 
and rightfulness in another man’s 
viewpoint as in my own.” 

To obtain this good-will, 
prerequisites are necessary, 
ing to Dr. Wise. 

“There must be an end of mis- 
sionizing among Jews as there must 
be an end of toleration,’’ he said. 
‘There is only one thing Christians 
of America today can do for Jews— 
help them by Christian lives to be 
better Jews, not imitations or 
pseudo-Christians. 

“The second condition is that we 
are never going to have good-will 
between Jew and Christian until 
Christian teachers, Christian minis- 
ters, Christian Sunday schools and 
Christian textbooks change their 
whole viewpoint with regard to the 
teaching of the place of Jesus in His 
relation to the people from whom He 
sprang and of whom He was one. 
There will never be good-will as long 
as millions of Christian children are 
taught to think of Jews as a lot of 
merciless butchers who killed Jesus. 

“The Christian teacher ought to 
read backward, trying to make clear 
to the Christian child that all this 
happened long ago, that we do not 
know where the responsibility rests. 
Some Jews went with Him; some 
turned against Him. But His mother 
was a Jewish woman.”’

against 12,000 in 1917, its first year. 


Only those who were in need of relief 
themselves were exempt from aiding 
the Federation, Mr. Stroock said. He 
urged ‘‘more thoroughly democratic 
Support of the Federation.’’ 
Calls Federation ‘‘State of Mind.” 
Mr. Stroock declared the organiza- 
tion was not an “‘impersonal money- 


raising and money-distributing ma- 
chine, but a _ state of mind, shot 
through with human sympathy and 


understanding.’’ He praised the late 
Jacob H. Schiff and his associates, 
who founded the federation, for hav- 





zy set an example of intelligent 
ilanthropic endeavor.

said, ‘‘we agreed to distrib
